CAIRO, Egypt, April 29.—At 
least 61 persons, including 10 chil- 
dren, were killed and 41 others 
were injured today when the Cairo- 
Alexandria express caught fire in 
transit. 

Only one _ foreigner, a French 
woman, was known to be among 
the dead, the remainder being 
Egyptians. Many of the injured are 
not expected to live. Most of the 


dead, particularly the children, 
were unrecognizable. The disaster 
was described as the greatest in 
Egyptian railroad history.

seven days. He was kidnaped on 
the night of April 20 in Davis place, 
where he was lured by a fake tel- 
ephone call to his home at 32 
Portland place for his services as 
a physician. 

Police to Interview Dr. Kelley. 

Dr. Kelley is to be interviewed 
again by police who hope to get 
further clews from him as to the 
identity of his kidnapers. He told 
the Post-Dispatch, however, that 


he had had no opportunity to see |

| his tape-covered goggles when they | 


since they made him wear 
his presence, or wore 
covered their faces. 
He was able to describe their 
| voices, generally, and concluded 
that one of them was a short man 
because of the position of his hand 
when he reached inside a doorway 
in the doctor’s room. He said he 
would be unable to identify any 
of them. 

The man who kidnaped him in 
Davis place, Dr. Kelley said, held 
a handkerchief to the side of his 
face throughout their ride together. 
During this ride of about 20 min- 
utes, with Dr. Kelley at the wheel, 
he tried to get a view of the man’s 
face but was warned frequently, 
“Don’t look at me.” 

The facts in Dr. Kelley’s detailed 
story to the Post-Dispatch seem to 
indicate that after seizing him the 
kidnapers took him across the St. 
Charles toll bridge and not the 
McKinley bridge as at first sup- 
posed likely. 
| It will be recalled that after he 
was seized he was made to drive 
to a garage or shed somewhere 
northwest of the intersection of 
Olive Street and North and South 
roads. Here he was blindfolded, a 
hood was put over his head and 
he was taken from his car. 

Presently he was placed in an- 
other car and after a long drive 
over muddy roads‘ was led into a 
house. Next day he heard air- 
planes passing overhead, assumed 
he was near Lambert-St. Louis 
Field and on an airline because he 
recognized the sound of the en- 
gines in one case as that of a tri- 
motored plane. 

Toll Collector on Right Side. 


The second evening after his ab- 
duction, or Tuesday of last week, 
he was placed in an automobile 
again and after a long drive crossed 
a bridge. The fact that the toll col- 
lector came up on the right side 
of the car and that Dr. Kelley was 
told to hold up his right land to 
his face to hide his taped yoggles, 
indicates it was either the McKin- 
ley or St. Charles bridge. In the 
other bridges out of St. Louis the 
collector stands on the left side. 

Another reading of Dr. Kelley's 
statement, however, shows that he 
heard the toll collector punch a 
ticket. This is a practice followed 
on the St. Charles but not on the 
McKinley Bridge. 

After crossing the bridge he con+ 
tinued, the kidnapers’ car seemed 
to turn. Then began a long ride. 
Finally the car stopped again. The 
physician heard one of the men 
buy a ticket and assumed they 
were entering another toll bridge.

The market showed feeble ral- 
lving powers at intervals during 
the day, but each period of im- 
provement was followed by fresh 
selling and lower prices. 


$250,000 ADDITIONAL FEE 
FOR LAWYERS PASSES SENATE

JEFFERSON CITY, April 29.— 
The Missouri Senate yesterday ap- 
proved an appropriation of $250,- 
000 for payment of attorney’s fees 
to John T. Barker and Floyd M. 
Jacobs, Kansas City, for services 
in connection with the 10 per cent 
fire insurance rate reduction case, 
involving more than 315,000,000 in 
refunds to Missouri policy holders. 

A fee of $150,000 was provided in 
the bill passed by the House.

NO RANSOM PAID AND NONE 
PROMISED, ATTORNEY SAYS

Kidnapers Got Nothing. 


William Baer, attorney ecm- 


ployed by the family of Dr. 1. 
i Kelley to act as a buffer between 
the physician on the one hand and 
| detectives and newspaper reporters 
|on the other, today issued the 
i'following statement to the press, 
repeating what the family said yes- 
terday that nothing was paid to the 
kidnapers: 

“No ransom or reward was 
paid for the release of Dr. Kel- 
ley either by the family or by 
anyone acting for the family 
and none was promised.” 

The Kelley family today turned 
over to the Post-Dispatci: the first 
note received from Dr. Kelley. It 
was left by the kidnapcrs in a mail 
box ut York Village on the east 
side of Lay road, south of Clayton 
road. The kidnapers then tele- 
phoned William D. Orthwein II, 
brother-in-law of Mrs. Kelley, to 


eall for the note, which he did. Its 
text, slightly different. from that 
published yesterday, follows: 

‘Kay darling: 

“IT am still well. To do your 
business with the people who 
called on you today because there 
will be no more phone calls be- 
cause they are holding me for 
$250,000 but will compromise for 
$150,000. Please act at once as 
you know my condition here. 
With all my love. “DE.” 

“FP. & Hurry.” 

The family declined to make 
public the text of the second note 
from Dr. Kelley which directed its 
members to get in touch with “Sic 
Bass,”’ a lawyer. This note was 
found after a representative of the 
kidnapers had called Mrs. R. D 
Fitzgibbon on the telephone last 
Sunday morning and directed her 
to tell her husband, a lawyer friend 
of the Kelley family, to look in the 
“Desloge mailbox” on Clayton road, 
about 5600 yards west of North-and-

The assurance that no ransom 
was paid for his release was almost 
incredible to Dr. Kelley. It was re- 
peated to him several times yester- 
day by members of the family. 

“Not a dime was paid,” Orthwein 
told him. 

“Well, what do you think of 
that?” Kelley said. “I'd certainly 
like to see those fellows (the kid- 
napers) today. Wouldn't I give 
them the laugh? I can hardly be- 
lieve it all now. Those fellows 
mean business. You haven't got a 
chance with them. And don't think 
they don’t work hard in their oc- 
cupation. Kidnaping is a 24-hour- 
a-day job. Those fellows had as 
hard a time as I had.”

yand, was indisposed, having re- 
trained in the house yesterday 
through the excitement of the re- 
turn. Yesterday afternoon’ she 
chatted by telephone with her sis- 
ters, Mrs. Birch O. Mahaffey of 
Portland place and Mrs. Balfour 
Stuart Craib of New York, who are 
in mid-ocean on the liner Levia- 
than. returning home from Paris. 

Mrs. Mahaffey and Mrs. Craib 
were 1n Paris when they were in- 
tormed by telephone of Dr. Kel- 
ley’s disappearance.

Doctor Recalls Details. 

After giving the detailed account 
of his experiences to the Post-Dis- 
puteh yesterday, Dr. Keiley re- 
falled several incidents while at 
the apartment of Clyde L. Powell, 
4406 McPherson avenue, where he 
was taken after leaving the home 
of John T. Rogers of the Post-Dis- 
patch staff.

At any rate I was 
facing a mirror, and out of the cor- 
ner Of my éye, I saw a hand come 
sieulthily in and take one of the 
‘cars. Apparently the fellow pro- 
terred stealing to accepting a gift. 

“Well, I just couldn't restrain 
niyself. IF laughed and said: ‘f 
told you the truth. It is a good 
cigar, isn't it?’ There was an em- 
barrassed silence and then the fel- 
low said: ‘Yep, Doc, you were right.

Robbed of $80 or $100. 

Checking his personal belong- 
ings, Dr. Kelley looked into his 
billfold and remarked: “Well, they 
got about $80 or $100 from me. I 
guess that will pay my board bill. 
You know, those fellows gave mie 
everything I asked for.” 

With the air of a man who 
didn't want to be in the position 
of criticising a gracious host, he 
continued: “Of course I didn’t get 
everything I asked for right away. 
The time varied from five minutes 
to 24 hours. T suppose the delay 
was due to the fact that some of 
the things 1 asked for were not 
readily available.’”’ 

Informed that his diamond ring 
“was found by police when they 
searched his Lincoln coupe which 
the kidnapers had abandoned, Dr. 
helley shook his head sadly. 

“You just can't believe anything 
those kidnapers say,” he observed. 
“They told me they had the ring. 
They said they found it under the 
seat of my car They must have 
read about it in the papers. Well, 
perhaps it was professional pride 
with them; they didn't want mo to 
think they had missed anything as 
obvious as that.” 

What Dr. Kistner Missed. 

Dr. Kelley recalled that he con- 
sidered asking his associate, Dr. 
Vaul F. Kistner, to go out on the 
fake call which led him into cap- 
livity. “It was such a bad night, 
my wife was nervous and I had a 
mastoid operation set for the next 
morning,” he said. “I was on the 
verge of asking Dr. Kistner to go 
for me, but I thank my lucky 
stars that I didn't. I would never 
have forgiven myself.” 

Dr. Kelley returned to his home 
at noon yesterday and was greeted 
at the side door by Mrs. Kelley and 
thelr two daughters, Mary Ellen, 7 
years old, and Kathleen Ann, 9. 

“Darling!” was Mra. Kelley's 
creeting. “How are you sweet- 
heart?” The physician took his 
wife in his arms and embraced the 
delighted children.

heard no sound of crossing a 
bridge. This led him to assume 
he was on a ferry, and the theory 
is advanced that his kidnapers 
might then have crossed the IIli- 
nois on one of the Mississippi 
River ferries, possibly at Grafton. 

Dr. Kelley himself drove his car 
to the shed where his kidnapers 
blindfolded him and may be able 
to find the spot again for in- 
vestigators. For the rest of. his 
trips he was blindfolded and had 
no idea where he was. 

Under the statutes of both Mis- 
souri and Illinois, kidnaping for 
ransom is a crime punishable by 
death. Dr. Kelley was seized by 
his kidnapers in Missouri and was 
held by them both in Missouri and 
in Illinois, being released near Escst 
St. Louis. If the kianapers are 
caught, and evidence is obtainable, 
they could be prosecuted either in 
St. Louis County or in St. Clair 
County, Illinois. 

Today Dr. Kelley was asked by 
the Post-Dispatch if, after a night's 
rest, any further thought had oc- 
curred to him as to the explanation 
given him by the kidnapers when 
he was turned over to Rogers. 

“I can recall nothing beyond 
what I told the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday,”” he said. “I am sure that 
was a complete statemént of what 
the. kidnapers told me.” 

Dr. Kelley’s account covering 
that point was as follows: 

“I was led toward the door. This 
man said, ‘You're going home. 
You're going to meet John Rogers 
of the Post-Dispatch. Mr. 
Rogers is the only one who's done 
anything for you in this thing at 
all, You are to do everything he 
tells you.’ 

Sure It Was “The Big Fellow.” 

Asked Which of his guards he 
quoted, Kelley said, “I am quite 
sure it was the big fellow. He 
seemed to be the spokesman. ‘You 
are going to be turned over to Mr. 
John Rogers of the Post-Dispatch,’ 
he said. ‘You are to do exactly 
what he says.’ ”’ 

Rogers, to whom Dr, Kelley was 
released, has receive’ no informa.

TRADE LEADERS 
SFEK REVISION OF 
ANTLTRUST LAWS

nber of Commerce 


. .n as Prelude to Cam- 
paign.

—A campaign for revision of the 
anti-trust laws to authorize trade 
agreements under the Federal 
Trade Commission is foreshadowed 
in a resolution to be submitted to 
the convention of the United States 


Chamber of Commerce which 
opened today. 


Henry Fowler of the Trade Re- | 


lations Committee of the Chamber 
in an address »efore the newly- 
formed Congress of Industries said 
his committee has prepared a reso- 
lution to be offered to the Cham- 
ber as follows: 

“In order to define and thereby 
make certain the proper basis of 
co-operation between business and 
the Federal Trade Commission for 
the promotion of better business 
standards and for the prevention of 
unsound competitive practices, the 
Chamber of Commerce urges upon 
Congress the enactment of suitable 
legislation authorizing the Federal 
Trade Commission to receive, ap- 
prove, and enforce, under judicial 
review, agreements on the part of 
business men seeking to eliminate 
wasteful practices and trade abuses 
arising in the course of their com- 
petitive relations, provided such 
agreements do not tend unreason- 
ably to restrain trade or to create 
monopoly.” 

180 Industries Included. 


The Congress of Industries ef- 
fected a permanent organization 
yesterday with representatives of 


189 industries which have had 
trade practice conferences. The 
organization is not part of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 


merce, but many of its members 
are also in the Chamber and will 
take part in the convention. 

Rush C. Butler, chairman of the 
Commerce Committee of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, told the Con- 
gress that the legal profession in- 
tended to support legislation 
amending the anti-trust laws. 

He said there was a need in In- 
dustry for legislation to authorize 
the Federal Trade Commission to 
ecrutinize and pass in advance 
upon trade agreements submitted 
to it. 

The Congress of “Industries 
adopted a resolution calling for 
the appointment of a legislative 
committee.to “consider all pending 
proposals for legislation designed 
to strengthen the power of the 
Federal Trade Commission to re- 
ceive and accept trade agreée- 
ments.” 

High Wages and Prosperity. 

The most prosperous periods of 
the nation’s industrial history, said 
Robert P. Lamont, Secretary of 
Commerce, at the opening session 
today of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, have been those 
“coincident with high wages and 
shorter hours.” 

“If millions of workers are out 
of employment for a year through 
loss of wages, their buying power 
is cut by billions of dollars,” the 
Secretary said. “If the income of 
the remaining millions who are 
still employed is cut 10 per cent 
through shorter hours and part- 
time work, the loss amounts to sev- 
eral more bDililons. Add to this 
great loss in buying power the re- 
trenchment due to the fears and 
uncertainties of such a period, and 
tha total loss of purchasing power 
becomes a staggering amount.” 
Billion a Year Would Only Help. 

A Governmental program con- 
templating expenditures of as high 
as a billion dollars a year would be 
helpful, he said, but “could not 
materially affect the situation.’ 
Lamont’s address followed -Presi- 
dent William Butterworth’s key- 
note speech, 

“IT am enough of an optimist," 
Lamont said, ‘‘to believe that indus-

The funeral of Mrs. Philip North 
Moore, leader in many public wel- 
fare movements, and former presi- 
dent of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, will be held at 2:30

who was 78 years old, died ai her 
home yesterday of heart disease, 
after three days’ illness. 

She was the widow of a noted 
mining engineer, who died in Janu- 
ary, 1930. A daughter, Miss Eliza- 
beth Moore, and a son, Perry 
North Moore of Denver, survive. 

Mrs. Moore was formerly Miss 
Eva Perry of Rockford, Ill She 
graduated from Vassar College ir 
1873, and was married in 1879.

| active in the Wednesday Club, and 
‘from 1894 to 1900 was correspond- 
ing secretary and treasurer of the 
General Federation of Women's 
Clubs. She was vice-president of 
the Federation from 1904 to 1990S, 
and president from 1908 to 1912. 

Work Praised by Husband. 

As president of the General 
Federation, Mrs. Moore attended 
state and local conferences in all 
parts of the United States, and 
went to the Canal Zone to organize 
the clubwomen there.

Governor Ready to Veto 
Bill Until They Promised 


to Hold Appropriation to 
One-Third. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 29.— 
An effort by Senator Bales and 
some of his associates in the 
“school group” in the Senate to 
avoid the full force of the com- 
promise agreemen ton school fi- 
nancing legislation, as a result of 
which Gov. Caulfield signed the 
new public school bill, was defeat- 
ed in the Senate last night when 
the vote of a majority was to ad- 
here strictly to the compromise. 

Bales failed in an attempt to 
take $225,000 from the general rev- 
enue fund, which will go to the 
support of State departments and 
State institutions and which will 
make possibl ethe beginning of im- 
provements in the State education- 
al, penal and eleemosynary insti- 
tutions, and add it to the school 
fund. 

When the school bill, establish- 
ing a minimum public educational 
program, was before Gov. Caulfield 
for his signature, the Governor de- 
layed action for 10 days and was 
on the point of vetoing the bill on | 
the ground that it would take such | 
a large part of the available soe} 
enue that there would be little if | 
anything remaining for improve- 
ments, which he considered vitally 
necessary, at the penal and elee- 
mosynary institutions. 

His signature was attached only 
after Senate leaders had agreed 
that in 1932 only one-third of the 
ordinary State revenues should be 
appropriated to the school fund, 
insteady of 42% per cent the 
school group had demanded. The 
Governor estimated that this plan 
would leave in the revenue fund a 
sufficient amount over operating 
expenses to make many needed re- 
pairs at the institutions. To avoid 
the loss to the schools which this 
reduction would mean the Senate 
leaders decided to take $1,200,000 
from the surplus in the blind pen- 
sion fund and place it in the school 
fund, an action which is in accord- 
ance with the law.

A Criticism of “Lysistrata.” 

> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ° 

WENTY-FIVE years or so ago, whe 

Olga Nethersole was fighting in the 
courts for her right to produce 
“Sappho,” there were undoubtedly a 
great many persons who, believing as I 
did at that time, gave her their moral 
support. It was believed that her cause 
was a worthy one, in that it had for its 
objective the extension of the drama into 
a field where it had a right to be. It 
was felt that inasmuch as sex occupies 
such an important position in the lives 
ef human beings and therefore neces- 
sarily leads to all sorts of complications, 
both tragic and humorous, it furnishes 
legitimate subject matter for the play- 
wright’s pen; that it has as much right 
to serve as a background of a tragedy 
vr comedy as have crime, high society, 
business, love or any other human emo- 
tion or activity. I perceived, with pleas- 
ure, the rise into favor of such plays as 
‘Tittle Accident,” “Apron Strings’ and 
“The Shanghai Gesture,” in which the 
xex element was handled frankly but 
decently, with no offense to sophisticat- 
cd people. 

But does the present offering at the 
Orpheum Theater come under such a 
classification? The writer, for one, hard- 
ly thinks so. While it is cleverly writ- 
ten and has its high lights of humor, 
“Lysistrata” is a bawdy comedy. It en- 
tirely passes the point of suggestiveness. 


ENTER TERROR. 

With restoration to his family of Dr. I. D. Kelley, 
whom kidnapers held for a week after luring him out 
on a fake call, the situation in St. Louis remains un- 
changed. 

We are in the grip of terror, and we will continue 
to be preyed upon by tke criminal world until the 
community is purged of gangs. The men who kid- 
naped Dr. Kelley and moved him from place to place 
on the outskirts of town were far from being ama- 
teurs. They are a highly organized band of pro- 
fessional criminals.

society has to contend with-the intellectual criminal. 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise of New York City expressed 
recently an opinion that the law-abiding elements 
in our great American cities will be ultimately driv- 
en to vigilanteism. We doubt that. To resort to 
arms in defense of society is to confess to the failure 
of law. The American people have yet to confess 
to failure of any such law as that of self-preserva- 
tion. It is for this reason that we have been calling 
attention to citizen movements such as the creation 
of the Chicago Crime Commission. The people of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County, as well as those on 
the Bast Side, can drive the underworld out by or- 
ganizing against it at the polls. The decay of s0- 
clety begins in officialdom. The plight of Chicago 
was the inevitable consequence of Thompsonism. 
Over in Cincinnati, where the citizens have brought 
about the opposite of Thompsonism, the underworld 
is negligible. The demoralization of politics across 
the river from St. Louis has made that region a 
fertile soil for crime. It was there that Dr.-Kelley 
was liberated. The whole East Side is a rendezvous 
of scalawaggery. It abounds in gangsterism, mur- 
der, thievery, corruption and extortion. Neither St. 
Louis nor St. Louis County can boast of a much bet- 
ter state of society; but it is still true that we can 
never be the law-abiding community which Cin- 
cinnati has made herself, and which Chicago aspires 
to make herself, until we all join together and cast 
the criminal out. ; 
After the thieves’ market and the shameless im- 
position upon Dr. Kelley, a man who thought he. 
was succoring the afflicted, the community can only 
ask, “What next?” Neither life nor property is se- 
cure. The enemies of society have become a force 
to be reckoned with—a dangerous, efficient and mer- 
ciless foe. The time has come for law-abiding peod- 
ple to stand together, to organize for good govern- 
ment, to scrutinize the acts of every public official, 
and to see that only the friends of society are on 
guard. 
It is the price of safety. 
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DANDELIONS MAKE GOOD. 
At a time when dandelions infest the lawn, Gov- 
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Urban League reports a burden of evidence showing 
a tendency to replace Negro workers with white. 
Comparatively, the Negro in the South is much bet- 
ter off. It will be well to remember these facts when 
next there is talk of a cheap and mobile labor supply. 
Perhaps in the future the Negro will not be so ready 
to take the bait of quick money in the North.

THE CITY AND THE PLAZA. 
Judge Bader’s decision upsets the city’s plans to 
compel surrounding property to help pay for the 
Memorial Plaza. The decision holds that financing 
of the plaza comes under Section 12, Article 21 of the 
charter, providing that all damages be paid by the 
city. It is Judge Bader’s view that such was the 
intent of the Board of Aldermen and the people. 
In acquiring the plaza site, the city has already 
spent $5,400,000 and it is estimated that the unac 
quired property will cost $500,000 more. That would 
practically exhaust the whole plaza bond issue item, 
leaving little or nothing for the memorial. Original. 
ly it was thought the site would cost $5,000,000, leav- 
ing $1,000,000 for the memorial. That estimate, how. 
ever, was based on 1922 real estate values, which 
have risen considerably in the interim. Our cum. 
bersome methods of condemnation are in this in- 
stance costing the city approximately $1,000,000. 
The decision may also affect the building of the 
auditorium, for which $5,000,000 was provided. It 
became apparent during a recent discussion of the 
auditorium that $5,000,000 was not enough to build 
it as originally planned, and that some of the smaller 
wings would have to remain unbuilt until supple. 
‘mentary funds were available. But there is still 
another complication, namely, the question as to 
whether or not the site of the auditorium, purchased 
from plaza funds, will have to be paid for out of the 
$5,000,000 item. If so, even the curtailed plan for 
the auditorium will be thrown out. 
So the city is in this position: It has money 
enough to acquire the plaza site, but none or prac 
tically none for the memorial, nor has it any money 
to improve and embellish the plaza site. It has $5,- 
000,000 for an auditorium, which will build a con- 
vention hall providing the cost of the site is not 
deducted. Assuming Judge Bader’s decision is up- 
held in the upper courts, it will be necessary for 
another bond issue to be passed to provide additional 
funds i e original plan is to bé carried out. 
In the- meantime, what is the city’s course to be? 
We trust it will not content itself in awaiting the 
final result of the appeal.. That would compound 
the already serious “elay and would add to the vexa- 
tion and disappointment of those who voted for the 
1923 bond issue. Let the city acquire the plaza site, 
clear it and plant it with grass, build the conven- 
tion hall and thus make an appreciable start toward 
realization of the plaza idea.

Under the bridge exchange contracts, the city is to 
pay $140,000 a year for the use of the highway deck, 
this sum to be derived from tolls collected for use 
of the railroad deck of the Municipal bridge. The 
changes referred to by Mr. Miller are expected to 
consume a year to 18 months. It is estimated that 
it will take possibly three years for the Municipal 
bridge to earn enough in tolls to pay for freeing the 
Eads bridge under the contract.

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EXCITEMENT IN CATSKILL. 

Seldom does anything disturb the rural calm of 
Catskill, N. Y., but now there is excitement aplenty 
in that pleasant village on the Hudson. Jack (Legs) 
Diamond, most bombarded member of New York’s 
gangland, chose a roadhouse near the village for his 
hideout, and there he was punctured the other day 
by numerous buckshot fired from ambush. That was 
the most startling development in Catskill since the 
day Rip Van Winkle woke up. Catskill was Rip’s 
home town, and it has changed little since Washing- 
ton Irving described its somnolent charm. Even the 
Catskill Chamber of Commerce in its official book- 
let admits as much, though it clothes the confession 
in the persuasive and dignified words befitting a 
booster publication, thus: “There are no perplexed 
social problems and harassing economic conditions 
here.”

“The Kaatskill Mountains have al- 
ways been haunted by strange beings,” Washington 
Irving wrote 122 years ago. Catskill citizens, who 
have accepted placidly the centuries of weird hap- 
penings in their native mountains, now hope that the 
current “strange beings,” the gangsters, hijackers 
and liquor runners, will soon be driven out. permit- 
ting return of the respectable trolls and elves of Rip 
Van Winkle’s time. 
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RAIDING THE ILE DE FRANCE. 
Great energy was displayed when the customs serv- 
ice got an anonymous tip the other day that the liner 
Ile de France was conveying 1000 cases of liquor to 
these sheres. When the vessel docked, 135 inspectors 
and guards went into action. They searched it from 
stem to stern, without result.

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A Plea for the Five-Day Week 


Technical advances have reduced time necessary to turn out units of production; 
piece of work taking six days in 1919 now requires only four; as it is impossiblz 
to find jobs for all workers six days a week, shorter hours are necessary to curb 
unemployment; five-day week viewed as inevitable, and adoption at once is urged. 


made a part of the fixed policy of in- 

iustry. Men and women should beable 
to feel secure in their work. There should be 
no haunting fear of unemployment. The 
fuarantee of work security accorded eim- 
ployes would tend to maintain their purchas- 
ing power at its maximum level. The worker 
could plan as management planned, be- 
cause his yearly earnings could be deter- 
mined, approximately. Under such circum- 
stances, he would use his earned income 
to buy freely and, in addition, would avail 
himself of the use of credit facilities, all 
of which would tend to increase his pur- 
chasing power. Thus, work security is the 
real remedy for unemployment and is the 
real kind of unemployment insurance de- 
sired and sought by organized labor. 

High wages must be maintained if the 
American standard of living is to. be pre- 
served and a market is to be created and 
maintained for the sale and consumption 
of manufactured products. Such stabiliza- 
tion will result in a balance between pro- 
duction and consuming power. It is of no 
value if we develop our productive facil- 
ities to the highest possible point and at 
the same time neglect to place in the hands 
of the consuming masses a purchasing pow- 
er corresponding with our facilities to pro- 
duce manufactured goods. 

The United States long ago moved for- 
ward from a low wage basis and a low 
wage standard. The payment of low wages 
has long been considered economically un- 
sound and fallacious. A constant:increase 
in Wages corresponding with an increase in 
the efficiency and productive ability of 
working people is an economic necessity. 

e * of 

A general reduction in wages at the 
present time would be the greatest injury 
that could be inflicted upon our social! and 
economic order. It would serve to delay 
a return to normal conditions for an indef- 
inite period. Nothing could happen that 
would so thoroughly convince the masses 
of the people of the complete breakdown of 
our existing industrial and economic system 
as would a widespread reduction in wages 
at this time. ~ 

It is difficult to understand why indus- 
trial management fails to apply a self-evi- 
dent remedy as a substantial corrective of 
our economic ills. Perhaps its position is 
best understood by an appreciation of the 
fact that it has always ylelded reluctantly 
to demands made for economic reform ani 
readjustment. Because of the tntroduction 
of mechanical devices displacing working 
people, creating technological unemploy- 
ment, it is economically impossible to find 
employment for all working people six days 
per week. A reduction in the number of 
hours worked per day and the days worked 
per week is both inevitable and highly nec- 
essary. 

We shrink from the mere thought of 
creating a permanent army of unemployed 
in the United States, yet the circumstances 
establish the fact that such a social state 
will be reached unless there is a general 
readjustment of the hours of labor and 
the days worked per week conforming to

workers. Industry ought to mect the pres- 

ent situation with a reduction in hours and 
in the number of days worked per week 
rather than through the imposition of re- 
ductions in wages. Industrial management 
will do well if it gives this subject the con- 
sideration it deserves and progressively ap- 
plies it as conditions permit, 

Statistical information supplies convincing 
evidence in support of labor’s demand that 
the hours worked per day and the days 
worked per week be reduced so that the 
time worked will correspond with the in- 
crease which has taken place in individual 
efficiency and collective productivity. The 
inauguration of the five-day work ‘Week 
should take place immediately. 

+ * ~ 


Because of the enormous increase in 


productivity since 1919, much less time is. 


needed for a giver number of men to per- 
form a given amount of work. Assuming 
the same number of men and the same unit 
of work, the number of days needed to 
accomplish the work was roughly as fol- 
lows: 1899, six and three-fourths; 1919, 
six; 1929, four. 

The 10-hour day was still quite preva- 
lent in 1899, although the trade union 
movement for the eight-hour day had start- 
ed in 1886, and thousands of union mem- 
bers had the eight-hour day before 1899. 
These were the pioneers, the leaders, but 
outside.the unions the 10-hour day was 
the rule in general in 1899 and the 60- 
hour week was widespread. 

By 1919, so great had been the reduction 
in hours started in the eight-hour drive, 
that only 12 per cent of the wage earners 
in manufacturing industries were working 
a 60-hour week, 48.6 per cent had the 48- 
hour week, and more than a million of the 
9,000,000 then employed in manufacturing 
(12 per cent) had the 44-hour week. Paul 
Douglas’ figures for industry as a whole 
show a general shortening of work hours 
amounting to 6.2 hours per week in this 
period. 

But progress in shortening the work week 
or the work day since 1919 has been al- 
most nil outside the trade union movement. 
Judging from Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ports for industries employing 396,000 
workers in manufacturing industries, hours 
of work have been shortened by only 1.7 
hours per week from 1920 to 19380. 

From #uch statistics as we have, the fol- 
lowing rough comparison can be made: The 
reduction in actual hours of work for all 
industry in the 10 years from 1899 to 1909 
was 2.6 per week; 1909 to 1919, 3.6 per 
week; 1919 to 1929, 1.7 per week. 

Since the start of the five-day week 
movement in 1926, 632,894 trade union 
members have won the five-day week. In- 
cluding the workers in unorganized indus- 
tries who had the five-day week before the 
depression, and those in establishments 
where it has been installed during the de- 
pression, it is probable that well over 1,000,- 
000 workers are now on a five-day week 
schedule. 

Obviously, it is the solemn duty of the 
management of industry and businéss to 
face its responsibilities and meet its obli- 
gations to society. This fact cannot be 
evaded permanently.

It, too, received 
unanimous approval. 

The city’s system of levying spe- 
clal benefit assessments against 
property surrounding street widen- 
ings and other public improye- 
ments is to be investigated by a. 
Special Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen. The committee, which 
is authorized to summon witnesses, 
may recommend some other means 
of helping the city to finance pub- 


lic works. 
During the recent aldermanic 


campaign there was much criticism 
of the benefit tax system and for 
a number of months there has been 
agitation against it among some 
property owners. The system calls 
for establishment of a district 
where property is held to be bene- 
fited by an improvement. This is 
done by the condemnation commis- 
sioners appointed by Circuit Court, 
who fix the assessment against each 
plece of benefited property. The 
difference between total benefits 
and the damages for property taken 
in condemnation is paid by the city 
from funds or general revenue. Op- 
ponents of the present system say 
that in major street widenings and 
some other instances the benefit 
really is:city wide and, therefore, 
the whole city should pay for the 
work through bond issues or. oth- 
erwise. 

President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen introduced a resolution 
in the board yesterday, call- 
ing for appointment of the special 
committee. It was adopted unani- 
mously. It did not suggest any 
plan to substitute for the special 
tax system, but said public im- 
provements should not be stopped, 
although undue burdens on tax- 
payers should be avoided. 


Kaufmann Heads Committee. 


Alderman Kaufmann was made 
chairman of the special committee 
by Neun and ,the other members 
named were: Alaermen Fett, W. F. 
Niederluecke, Otto, Wimer, Neu- 
mann, Hayes, Barnes and Rein. 
hardt. Barnes, a new Alderman. 
and Neumann led the recent suc- 
cessful fight to kill the Southwest 
highway plan becauses of objec- 
tions to the special taxes. Hayes 
and Reinhardt are the other new 
Aldermen elected recently. 

Several neighborhood organiza- 
tions are agitating against the spe- 
cial tax system. One of the newest 
of these is the Grand Boulevard As- 
sociation, which is opposing the 
prospective levy of benefits for 
widening Grand boulevard between 
Magnolia avenue and Lawton 
boulevard. It has held a number 
of meetings to arouse interest in 
various parts of the city adjoining 
this stretch of Grand, and now it 
plans a mass meeting for May 16 at 
the 138th-Infantr# Armory, Grand 
and Market street. It favors use 
of bond funds or general revcnu2 
where streets to be widened are 
part of State highway routes, as it 
considers Grand to be.
